Helsinki, Dec. 9. (ZP) —

back Russian attacks “at all 
places” today and inflicted 
losses of numerous tanks, ar­ 
mored cars and cannon on the 
invaders, the Finnish high 
command reported tonight.

Washington, Dec. 9 (ZP)— Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt’s reported desire 
to sidetrack controversial issues 
as far as possible in the coming 
session of congress got a cool re­ 
ception today from Republican 
leaders. 
While such a program has been 
advocated by congressmen anxious 
to get an early start on their elec- 
tion-year political fence-mending, 
House Minority 
Leader 
Martin 
(R-Mass.), turned thumbs down 
on it. 
“There are very many impor­ 
tant domestic problems to be 
solved,” he said, “and I sincerely 
hope congress will not run away 
from them even if it is an election 
year. 
“The first duty of congress is to 
promote tho welfare of the coun­ 
try and everything else should be 
subordinated to that— even poli­ 
tics.” 
May Adjournment Desired 
Well-informed sources had said 
that Mr. Roosevelt was advising 
his legislative 
leaders 
that 
he 
wants congress to dispose of its 
routine affairs and go home not 
later than next May. 
The chief executive was said to 
believe that while the question of 
renewing 
the 
reciprocal 
trade 
agreement law, which expires next 
June, would have to be acted up­ 
on, other administration programs 
should be left up to the people in 
the 1940 election and that such a 
policy would bo beneficial not only 
to his own party but to the coun­ 
try as a whole. 
Public Debt Im portant 
Specifically, one informant said, 
Mr. Roosevelt felt that minor im­ 
perfections in the neutrality law 
were the only things needing con­ 
gressional attention in tho foreign

Up At Detroit On His 
Fiancee’s Advice 


Detroit, Dec. 9. (A*) — A con­ 
science-stricken suitor

vealed his past to 
his 
intended 
bride walked into 
police 
head­ 
quarters today and gave himself 
up as a parole violator from Sing 
Sing prison. 
The man, who identified him­ 
self as Aleck Kulish, 26, said he 
has been working in 
a 
Detroit 
shoe repair shop under the name 
of John Koretz since July 5. 
He 
declined to give his address and 
steadfastly refused to reveal the 
identity of his fiancee. 
He told police he had been par­ 
oled from the New York 
prison 
Oct. 5, 1938, after

years for breaking and entering. 
Last 
summer he passed up re­ 
porting to his parole

in 
Belle Rose, N. Y., and came to De­ 
troit, police were told. 
Police said he gave the follow­ 
ing version of his romance:

“I kidded her about her small 
feet,” he said, “and the first thing 
I knew we were talking. We soon 
became fast friends.”

Report on Rural 
Examinations 


The Delta county health depart* 
nient reported preliminary 'résulta 
yesterday on th e annual examina­ 
tion of school children for physi­ 
cal defects In rural areas of the 
county. In th e first one hundred 
children examined, there were B7 
cases of simple goiter, seven cases 
of toxic goiter, 
seven 
cases 
of 
heart disease, eight cases of dis­ 
eased tonsils bad enough to rec­ 
ommend removal. 34 Instances of 
defective teeth and 36 cases of 
flat foot. 


Analyzing 
the 
findings. 
Dr. 
Fred 0. Tonney, county health of­ 
ficer, said th a t the simple goiter 
cases need only use Iodized salt 
to control the aliment. He explain­ 
ed that Delta county is In 
the 
heart of the “ goiter region” of the 
United States, and It is therefore 
to be e.xpected that children will 
develop goiter unless steps 
are 
taken against It. 


Iodine ShortAire 


For many centuries In the Great 
I^ikes region the rains havo been 
1^'ashing the tdoine out of the soil 
into the rivers and out to the sea. 
The time has now 
come 
when 
there Is no longer enough Iodine 
left In the soil and drinking w ater 
to supply the needs of the thyroid 
gland, which lies in the front of 
the neck just above 
the 
collar 
bone. 


When the thyroid gland does 
not have enough 
Iodine 
for its 
normal functions, It enlarges In 
nn effort to m ake up for the Iodine 
deficiency. This results In a swell­ 
ing in the front of the neck known 
as a simple goiter. If enough lo- 
dnio is supplied In the water or 
food, the goiter will subside, but 
if not, the tum or continues to en­ 
large and may become a "toxic*’ 
goiter. 


Heart Dtscasc H 'am lns 


A toxic goiter causes the eyes 
to protrude, affects 
the 
heart, 
causing an excessive nervous ten­ 
sion, and hyperactivity often to 
the point 
of 
exhaustion. 
Such 
cases when found 
In 
a 
school 
child are referred Immediately to 
a physician. 


Heart disease In 
school 
chil­ 
dren, Dr. Tonney said, Is impor­ 
tant mainly from the standpoint 
of competitive athletics. 


The child with a slipht valvu­ 
lar heart 
leak, 
who 
ordinarily 
would go along without trouble, is 
in great danger when he under­ 
takes any form of violent exer­ 
cise. 
Engaging 
in 
competitive 
games may easily be responsible 
for his sudden death from heart 
failure. The Michigan Athletic as­ 
sociation now 
requires complete 
physical examination of all proa-; 
pectlve athletes before perm lttlag 
them to engage in competitive 
games.

Health Department Makes 
Report on Rural 
Examinations 


The Delta county health depart­ 
ment reported preliminary results 
yesterday on the annual examina­ 
tion of school children for physi­ 
cal defects in rural areas of the 
county. In the first one hundred 
children examined, there were 67 
cases of simple goiter, seven cases 
of toxic goiter, 
seven 
cases 
of 
heart disease, eight cases of dis­ 
eased tonsils bad enough to rec­ 
ommend removal, 34 instances of 
defective teeth and 36 cases of 
flat foot. 
Analysing 
the 
findings, 
Dr. 
Fred O. Tonney, county health of­ 
ficer, said that the simple goiter 
cases need only use iodized salt 
to control the ailment. He explain­ 
ed that Delta county 
is 
in 
the 
heart of the “ goiter region” of the 
United States, and it is therefore 
to be expected th a t children will 
develop goiter unless 
steps 
are 
taken against it. 
Iodine Shortage 
For many centuries in the Great 
Fakes region the rains have been 
washing the ldoine out of the soil 
into the rivers and out to the sea. 
The time has now 
come 
when 
there is no longer enough iodine 
left in the soil and drinking water 
to supply the needs of the thyroid 
gland, which lies in the front of 
the neck Just above 
the 
collar 
bone. 
When the thyroid gland does 
not have enough 
iodine 
for its 
normal functions, 
it 
enlarges in 
an effort to make up for the iodine 
deficiency. This results in a swell­ 
ing in the front of the neck known 
as a simple goiter. If enough io- 
dnie is supplied in the water or 
food, the goiter will subside, but 
if not, the tum or continues to en­ 
large and may become a “ toxic” 
goiter. 
H eart Discase W arning 
A toxic goiter causes the eyes 
to protrude, affects 
the 
heart, 
causing an excessive nervous ten­ 
sion, and hyperactivity often to 
the point 
of 
exhaustion. 
Such 
cases when found 
in 
a 
school 
child are referred immediately to 
a physician. 
H eart disease in 
school 
chil­ 
dren, Dr. Tonney said, is impor­ 
tant mainly from the standpoint 
of competitive athletics. 
The child with a slight valvu­ 
lar heart 
leak, 
who 
ordinarily 
would go along w ithout trouble, is 
in great danger when he under­ 
takes any form of violent exer­ 
cise. 
Engaging 
in 
competitive 
games may easily be responsible 
for his sudden death 
from heart 
failure. The Michigan Athletic as­ 
sociation now 
requires 
complete 
physical examination of all pros­ 
pective athletes before permitting 
them to 
engage 
in 
competitive 
games. 
The item of infected tonsils, the 
health officer said, is one of essen­ 
tial importance to school children. 
It affects not only the health of 
the child and resistance to child­ 
hood diseases, but also 
his 
pro­

War Debts 


O 
N Dec. 15. a quaint little ccremony will 
be re-enacted in Washington. The Fin­ 
nish minister will drive to the State 
De­ 
partment and tender the United 
States 
government n check for 234,603. Hands 
will be shaken, speeches made; but this 
lime the Finni-sh envoy may not .smile. 


Finland, as usual, is fully expected to 
remit her semi-annual Interest payment 
on her World War debt. If present plans 
proceed, the money will bo held in sus­ 
pension by the Treasury Department, and 
Congress will be asked 
to 
return 
the 
money to Finland for use in the fight with 
Kussia. 


That would be America’s way 
of 
ex­ 
pressing appreciation to a 
country 
that 
doesn't welch on its obligations, and the 
United States would have the whole world 
know it. Cautious even in its generosity, 
Uncle Sam would make certain, first, how­ 
ever, that the payment is actually accepted 
rtnd then turned back. Any other proced­ 
ure might inspire crazy notions that 
the 
United States doesn't want debtor nations 
to settle up. 


W hat may happen to war debts if pres­ 
ent hostilities continue for long is some­ 
thing no one likes to think 
about 
Just 
now. The expensive game of 
war 
isn’t 
played 
with buttons; and, if debtor na­ 
tions happen to find a few forgotten shill­ 
ings in the pig bank, the money will go 
for machine guns and such— not to settle 
old accounts. Even during 
the 
peaceful 
years that lay between the two wars, debt­ 
ors were not over-zealous about remitting. 


Take a look at the record: Total debts 
Incurred in the I’nited States by the allies 
during and immediately after 
the 
war 
v e r e 110.350,000.000. The original Inter­ 
est W’as 5 per cent. It was later cut to 4 H 
per cent, and finally the entire debt struc­ 
ture was rearranged to fix interest on the 
ability of each nation to pay. Thus Great 
Britain's interest today Is set a t U.3 per 
cent while Italy’s is only .4 ptor cent. 


So far. all the nations have paid 
only 


12.500.000.000, most of which went for In­ 
terest. llecause of defaults and 
Interest, 
the total debt has mounted to 
$ 14.500,- 
000,000. Had the debtor nations continued 
to make prompt semi-annual payments un­ 
der the funding agreements, reached 
be­ 
tween lít2.'í and 1928. they would 
have 
paid the United States a total 
of 
122,- 


259.000.0u0 by IPSO, the year in which 
all countries would have made their final 
payments. 


The war debt probkni 
has 
provided 
political ammunition for all sides since the 
ink was still 
on 
th«» 
Versailles 


Trt-aiy. AttempiinK to g«*t payments from 
Europe jii.si now would be about as suc­ 
cessful as st»*pping into a riot to ask one 
of the participants for 
the 
quarter 
he 
borrowed last week. 


Europe is interested these days only In 
contracting new debts- not 
paying 
old 
onts. Anti about all the United States can 
cio it; to kof p sending dunning notes to the 
Uefaulters an bni«(iue reminders that you 
can't fool all of the people all 
of 
the 
tim*. 


If the world were a great corporation, 
wt* might take it into receivership and try 
running it our way until its affairs were 
Mraightened. But it is 
nothing 
of 
the 
hind, and ihe new dt bts that prolonged 
ho.‘-tilities woulti produce nugiu so com- 
l)licate international 
relationships 
that 
even the United States would be forced to 
thro wup its hands helplessly in a state of 
complete confusion. 


ada, but what about America, where 
the 
buffalo 
once roamed in countless thou- 
.sands'? 


If Canada feels constrained to blot out 
this herd, why not, as an alternative, pre­ 
sent it to the United States? Why not have 
some buffalo in Michigan's Upper Penin­ 
sula, to the western part of 
w’hich, 
at 
lea.?t, the Indians sny that buffalo 
often 
migrated in summer many years ago? It is 
true that we have a buffalo herd in Wy­ 
oming, but millions of Americans have 
never seeu one of those interesting ani­ 
mals. 


On the western plain.«? 
buffalo 
once 
trived summer and winter, finding 
their 
sustenance under the snow in the latter 
season. There are parts of the 
peninsula 
where 
they could do that again, with a 
little help from man in the deep-snow sea­ 
son. Massacreing its wild life in a game 
sanctuary isn’t the thing for any country 
to do. There should be plenty of room in 
the United for the Wainwright herd, and 
proper steps should be taken to bring it 
to this side of the line. 


It is true that the buffalo is now fairly' 
safe from extinction, although It looked at 
one time as If they were going to be as 
scarce as the dodo or the carrier pigeon. 
A few' of these animals In the Ottawa 
or 
Hiawatha forests, the Metropolitan or Es- 
canaba game refuges, or the Cusino area. 
AVo\ild add color and further attractiveness 
to the Land of Hiawatha. 


A Queer Law 


B 
r i t i s h c o l u m h i a is trying 
out 
a 
queer piece of legislation in its so-call- 
ed Loss Leader Act, w'hlch has just 
re­ 
ceived a third reading at the capital city 
of Victoria. 


The law' insists that every retail grocer 
must have nt least five per cent profit on 
each and every transaction, and make it a 
penal offence for the establishment to ac­ 
cept less. The Attorney General 
of 
the 
Province admits that the enforcing of the 
Act is beyond him. and perhaps the He- 
tall Grocers association will have to put 
a private Gestapo behind It. 


Another feature of the law is a clause 
forbidding any retail meat dealer to dis­ 
pose of his merchandise at a price that is 
more than 25 per cent less than the pre­ 
vailing price for butcher meat of a similar 
kind in Ihe community w'here Ihe accused 
person carries on business. This is a fool­ 
ish measure, and one that never can be en­ 
forced. 


Innumerable figures compiled by the U. 
S. Bureau of Commerce, various 
univer- 
sllles and other agencies prove 
that 
it 
costs every retail grocer or moat dealer 
big or little from II to 17 per cent to do 
business, and that this 
fixed 
overhead 
must go on whether ho sells a dollar's 
worth of goods or not. 
Few’ 
inilividual 
grocers or butchers ever accumulate 
any 
wealth to speak of, competition is too keen 
for that. The British Columbia measure 
is framed, no doubt, to do away with what 
are know'n as ‘loss leaders,’ or ‘bait,' goo»ls 
sold at cost or below to entice customers 
into the store who will offset this by buy­ 
ing other merchandise which they see or 
waul. 


Many people do not reflect 
lh at’ loss 
leaders cancel out potential profits to the 
dealer which must be made up elsewhere 
if tho concern is to continue in business. 
Volume helps to reduce 
overhead, 
but 
there is an in evitable cost 
load 
which 
must be carried and ov«‘rcome 
in 
any 
successful business. Loss leaders are n«)l 
necessarily poor merchandise, they may be 
perishable or partly so. or slow movers, or 
merchandise on which market prices are 
ilecllning. and the merchant is perfectly 
within his rights in trying to make them 
attractive to the custonter In the way 
of 
a lower price. The British Columbia law 
is a curiosity which never cun be carried 
out. and 
provincial 
legislators

know it, but there was drama off the bar* 
bor of Boston the other day 
when 
the 
Coast Guard wag asked by' the Justice De­ 
partment to hold up three New England 
fishing trawlers being sold to France 
as 
mine-sw'eepers. 


The vessels were wooden. 
Germany’s 
new magnetic mines explode whenever 
a 
steel ship passes nearby, so wooden ships 
for use in sweeping them up 
are 
at 
a 
premium in Europe. 


Attorney General 
Murphy 
telephoned 
personally, asking the 
Coast 
Guard 
to 
chase the trawlers and detain them if they 
were still in U. S. waters. However, either 
it w’as too late, or else the 
Coast 
Guard 
looked the other way, because the trawlers 
now are well on their way to France. 


However, five other vessels 
purchased 
by France have been detained, and their 
transfer has been carefully scrutinized by 
an 
inter-departmental 
committee. 
Ono 
trawler is at New Orleans, tw'o trawlers 
and a tug are at Boston, and one tug is 
at Charleston, S. C. All are old vessels, aud 
the Maritime Commission found no Amer* 
lean citizens interested in buying them.

Reason Attorney General Murphy acted 
with such speed was the existence 
of 
a 
criminal statute against 
transferring 
to 
any belligerent a vessel W'hich Is 
to 
be 
used as a warship. And 
these 
trawlers 
were to become mine-sweepcrs, 1. e., war­ 
ships. 


The statute is based upon 
the 
Civil 
War case of the famous man-of-war **Ala< 
bama”, built in English 
shipyards 
and 
turned over to the Confederacy to 
raid 
Union commerce. Afterw’ard, the 
United 
States was awarded $15,500,000 for dam­ 
age done to our shipping. 


Therefore the Justice Department fears 
that if the trawlers are sold to 
France, 
they might damage Nazi vessels, and un­ 
der international law, the United States 
could be held responsible. 


However, the Maritime Commission and 
the State Department 
take 
a 
contrary 
view. They believe that old wooden 
ves­ 
sels could not easily 
damage 
Germar 
shipping, and that they are to be used to 
sw'eep up mines, not prey upon commerce. 


One trouble is that the 
French 
Line, 
W'hlch is purchasing the vessels, stated the 
facts with complete honesty. It listed the 
ships as mlne-sweepers. If they had been 
listed as “fishing vessels”, probably there 
would have been no hitch in the sale. 


Note— The trawlers are 139 feet 
long 
and were owned by 
the Portland 
(Me.) 
Trawling Company, a subsidiary of the At­ 
lantic Coast Fishery Company. They were 
built in 1919, are coal-burners and cannot 
compete w’lth the new' Diesel trawlers.

now are w ell on their w ay to France. 
However, five other vessels 
purchased 
by France have been detained, and their 
transfer has been carefully scrutinized by

traw ler is at N ew Orleans, two traw lers 
and a tug are at Boston, and one tug is 
at Charleston, S. C. All are old vessels, and 
the Maritime Comm ission found no A m er­ 
ican citizens interested in buying them . 
—ALABAMA AWARD— 
Reason Attorney General Murphy acted

were to become m ine-sweepers, I. e., w ar­ 
ships. 
The statute is based upon 
the

W ar case of the fam ous m an-of-war “A la­ 
bama”, built in E nglish 
shipyards 
and 
turned over to the Confederacy to 
raid 
Union commerce. Afterw ard, the 
United 
States was awarded $15,500,000 for dam ­ 
age done to our shipping. 
Therefore the Justice Departm ent fears 
that if the traw lers are sold to 
France, 
they m ight dam age Nazi vessels, and un­ 
der international law, the United States 
could be held responsible. 
H owever, the M aritim e Commission and 
the State D epartm ent 
take 
a 
contrary 
view. They believe that old wooden 
ves­ 
sels could not easily 
dam age 
Germar 
shipping, and that they are to be used to 
sweep up mines, not prey upon commerce. 
One trouble is that the 
French 
Line, 
which is purchasing the vessels, stated the 
facts with com plete honesty. It listed the 
ships as m ine-sweepers. If they had been 
listed as “fishing vessels”, probably there 
would have been no hitch in the sale.

A Queer Law 
B 
RITISH COLUMBIA is trying 
out 
a 
queer piece of legislation in its so-call­ 
ed Loss Leader Act, which has just 
re ­ 
ceived a third reading a t th e capital city 
of Victoria. 
The law insists t h a t every retail grocer 
m u st have at least five per cent profit on 
each and every transaction, and m a k e it a 
penal offence for th e establishment to ac­ 
cept less. The A ttorney General 
of 
the 
Province adm its t h a t the enforcing of the 
Act is beyond him, and perhaps th e Re­ 
tail Grocers association will have to put 
a private Gestapo behind it. 
Another fea tu re of th e law is a clause 
forbidding any retail m eat dealer to dis­ 
pose of his m erc handise at a price that is 
more th an 25 per cent less than the p re­ 
vailing price for butcher m eat of a similar 
kind in the com m unity where the accused 
person carries on business. This is a fool­ 
ish measure, and one th a t never can be e n ­ 
forced. 
Innum erable figures compiled by the U. 
S. Bureau of Commerce, various 
univer­ 
sities and other agencies prove 
th a t 
it 
costs every retail grocer or meat dealer 
big or little from 11 to 17 per cent to do 
business, and that this 
fixed 
overhead 
must go on w h e th e r he sells a dollar's 
worth of goods or not. 
Few 
individual 
grocers or butc hers ever accumulate 
any 
wealth to speak of. competition is too keen 
for that. T he British Columbia measure 
is framed, no doubt, to do away with what 
are known as ‘loss leaders,* or ‘bait,’ goods 
sold at cost or below to entice customers 
into th e store who will offset this by buy­ 
ing o th er m erchandise which they see or 
W'Allt. 
Many people do not reflect 
that* 
loss 
leaders cancel out potential profits to the 
dealer which must be m ade up elsewhere 
if the concern is to continue in business. 
Volume helps to reduce 
overhead, 
but 
there is an in evitable cost 
load 
which 
must be carried an d overcome 
in 
any 
successful business. Loss leaders are not 
necessarily poor merchandise, they may be 
perishable or partly so. or slow movers, or 
merchandis e on w-hlch m arket prices are 
declining, and th e m erchant is perfectly 
within bis rights in trying to make them 
attractive to the custo m er in the way 
of 
a lower price. The British Columbia law 
is a curiosity which never can be carried 
out. and 
provincial 
legislators 
wasted 
their time when they put it on the sta tute 
books.

By this process, the ingoing air 
may be heated to about 1,000 de­ 
grees, instead of entering the gas 
making chambers at 32 or 70 or 
whatever the outdoor temperature 
may be. 
That would mean a saving of 
seven pounds of coal for each 


1.000 cubic feet of gas manufac­ 
tured, or about 157 tons of coal 
a year in the making of about 4 5 
million cubic feet, a.id that much 
coal costs about $900. 
Manager 
Bean 
outlined 
the 
plan to the city council the other 
night and admitted that the idea 
is 
somewhat 
theoretical so far, 
but quite sound from an engineer­ 
ing standpoint. 
He «aid it would 
cost $400 to find out if the idea 
would work and requested that 
amount for experimentation. 
If It works, the manager said, 
it will be the first installation of 
its kind in the United States. 
Heat released into tho air in 
the “blow-run”, the manager said, 
is at about 1,500 degrees. 
The 
idea is to use this heat to heat air 
in steel chambers, figuring a loss 
of about 
5,000 
degrees In the 
process, so that the chamber air 
may be forced into the gas making 
cylinders at tho aforementioned 
1.000 degrees.

tJermany, 
and C e r m a n y 
alone, that came 
to

Baron von Man- 
nerheim when he 
suppressed 
t h e 
Communist uprising in 191S. 


Tho recollection of this story Is 
Important. 
On Dec. 6 , 1917, the 
Finnish Diet drew up a declara­ 
tion of independence which, after 
centuries of struggle with Russia 
- as previously with Sweden— 
was held to mark the birth of 
Finnish 
freedom. 
On 
Jan. 
4, 
19LS, the now Bolshevist govern­ 
ment in Russia, 
which enjoyed 
tho confidence and sympathy of 
tiio 
Finnish 
Sticial 
Democrats, 
recognized Finnish independence 
and declared that it conformed to 
their own policy, whereupon Swe­ 
den oud Franco also recognized It. 


Then came Germany's treaty of 
Rrest-Litovsk, 
which 
confirmed 
the 
Finnish 
Independence 
and 
wrested from Russia the balance 
of her Baltic possessions. 


The Finnish Social Democrats 
pinned their faith on the sympa­ 
thy of tho Bolshevist government 
to save them from Invasion by 
Russia. 


But the garrisons, Instigated by 
tho Russians and reinforced by 
them, turned loose and ransacked 
tho country in a Bolshevist rising. 
Tho 
hurriedly 
organized \Vhite 
Army of Civil Guards, under Bar­ 
on von Mannerheim, sought aid 
from 
Sweden. 
It was refused. 
Rut the Germans, also appealed 
to. sent Immediately a division of 
12,000 
under 
General Rudiger 
von der Goltz, who held tho Re<l 
forces and thus helped Finland 
drive out the Coniniunlsts.

Finland, of course, was asked 
to pay something for this aid. The 
(iermans wanted Finnish military 
ct)-operation to help them capture 
the Murinan railway, which was 
held by the British. 
The Allied 
offensive in the west, however, 
diverted Germany's forces. 


Tho armistice and the German 
democratic 
revolution 
followed, 
and German troops were conveyed 
back home. 


At the close of 1919 Baron von 
Mannerheim sounded tho Allies on 


their club, calling it the F. & F. 
club, meaning Faculty and Fores­ 
try.

the west— which was 
dictated by the victorious Allies—- 
Germany Is unwriting the Treaty 
of 
Brest-Lltovsk 
in the east— 
which was dictated by the victori­ 
ous Germans! 
And, whereas in 
1918 
the 
Finns looked to Ger­ 
many as their savior, in 1939 they 
look to the Allies, and are com­ 
pelled to look upon Germany as a 
prime double-crosser.

And It Is amusing that the Sov­ 
iet government's organ here, the 
“Dailv Worker," referring back to 
tho White and Red campaigns in 
Finland and the role of outside 
powers, avoids any reference to 
that played by Germany at tho 
time. Then as now Great Britain 
Is supposed to have been the vil­ 
lainous 
enemy 
of 
the 
Soviet 
Union!

What 
certain officers of the 
German Command can think of 
all this is difficult to imagine. 
It 
is hard to conceive how any nation 
can win a decisive war in the pro­ 
digiously fortified w’est. And yet, 
unless the Germans intend to un­ 
dertake such a war on tho grand­ 
est possible scale» regardless of 
tho price and in outright alliance 
with Soviet Russia, what they are 
doing In tho east can find no ex­ 
planation in reason.

Ribbentrop 
may 
be 
arguing 
along tho old lines of the Von 
Schlleffen 
plan, 
which was for 
giving the Ruslans everything— 
letting them come, if they could, 
right down to Danzig. 
One school 
of military thought in Germany 
alw'ays held that Germany lost the 
last w’ar in the west— the crucial 
battle of tho Marne— because of 
tho army corps diverted to the 
oast. 
They argued that, victori­ 
ous in tho west, they would then 
have had no difficulty in turning 
around and throwing the Russians 
back again from tho Baltic and 
tho Black Sea.

would presumo the chance of deci­ 
sive victory In the west.

A victorious Nazidom that first 
won in the w'est and then sup­ 
pressed tho Soviet Union and got 
control of its resources is a night­ 
mare. 


A Germany, sovletized In the 
midst of breakdown and despair, 
overrunning half of Europe, is the 
other nightmare. 


But 
however 
the Allies may 
feel, the reasonable forces in Ger­ 
many must feel worse. 
For the 
former hope is a prodigious gam­ 
ble; the latter is the end of Ger­ 
many— the final irony of history

This, then, is the German psy­ 
chological dilemma which could, 
perhaps, be exploited.

Louisiana Purchase 
Was Unconstitutional 


'T ’HE Louisiana Purchase was an 
accident—an 
unconstitutional 
surprise engineered by President 
Thomas Jefferson and his envoys, 
Robert R. Livingstone, shown on 
the U. S stamp above, then min­ 
ister to Pans, and James Monroe 
special ambassador 
Jefferson had no idea of buying 
the 827,987 square miles of land, 
extending from the Mississippi to 
the Rockies and from the Gulf to 
Canada when he sent Monroe to 
FTame in 1803. Jefferson wanted 
only the port of New Orleans and 
a small strip of Florida and he 
was prepared to pay $2,000,000 
for that. 
Napoleon surprised Livingstone 
end Monroe by offering to sell the 
whole territory and they jumped 
at the chance. Jefferson wavered, 
lacking 
constitutional 
authority 
or pre* edent to purchase foreign 
lands, but his friends convinced 
him the less said about that the 
better. 
The deal was made; the Senate 
Approved the $15,000,000 put chase 
price and 
the area of United 
Staters was doubled. 
Interest and 
payment 
of 
French 
Spoliation 
Claims raised the final price to 
$27,267,622. 
The centennial of the Louisiana 
Purchase was commemorated in 
1904 by an issue of five stamps, 
of which the Livingstone i-cent 
green was the lowest value.

The Russian attack upon Fin­ 
land must have caused a phycho- 
logical crisis in Germany, which, 
if imaginatively exploited by the 
Allies, might not 
be without effect 
on

ternal affairs.

reasons of Baltic 
policy.

Germany, 
and G e r rn a n y 
alone, that came 
to

suppressed

Communist uprising in 1918. 
Tho recollection of this story is 
important. 
On Dec. 6, 1917, the 
Finnish Diet drew up a declara­ 
tion of independence which, after 
centuries of struggle with Russia 
— as previously 
with Sweden— 
was held to m ark the birth of 
Finnish 
freedom. 
On 
Jan. 
4, 
1918, the new Bolshevist govern­ 
ment in Russia, 
which 
enjoyed 
(lie confidence and sympathy of 
the 
Finnish 
Social 
Democrats, 
recognized Finnish independence 
and declared th a t it conformed to 
their own policy, whereupon Swe­ 
den and Franco also recognized it. 
Then came G erm any’s treaty of 
Brest-Litovsk, 
which 
confirmed 
the 
Finnish 
Independence 
and 
wrested from Russia the balance 
of her Baltic possessions. 
The Finnish Social Democrats 
pinned their faith on the sympa­ 
thy of the Bolshevist government 
to save them from invasion by 
Russia. 
But the garrisons, Instigated by 
the Russians and reinforced by 
them, turned l o o s e and ransacked 
the country in a Bolshevist rising. 
Tho 
hurriedly 
organized White 
Army of Civil Guards, under Bar­ 
on von M annerheim, sought aid 
from 
Sweden. 
It was refused. 
But the Germans, also appealed 
to, sent immediately a division of 
12,000 
under 
General Rudiger 
von der Goltz, who held the Red 
forces and 
th u s helped Finland 
drive out the Communists. 
rn 
• 
• 
Finland, of course, was asked 
to pay som ething for this aid. The 
Germans wanted Finnish military 
co-operation to help them capture 
the Murman railway, which was 
held by tho British. 
The Allied 
offensive in the west, however, 
diverted G erm any’s forces. 
The annist lee and the German 
democratic 
revolution 
followed, 
and German troops were conveyed 
back home. 
At the close of 1919 Baron von 
Mannerheim sounded the Allies on

So the sheep are “on clover.”

chickens, to be allowed outside on 
these apparently warm days, as 
he Insists that in spite 
of

warm sun, the ground is cold and 
he argues that no self respecting 
hen will lay eggs with cold feet. 
So the farm flock sets up a per­ 
fect bedlam of cackling and crow­ 
ing, down in the poultry house, 
from daylight until dark and now 
that they are used to it, they seem 
to like it and Jimmie is proving 
that hens with warm feet

ScientistB Pin Hopes of 
Industry Development 
On Vessel Cargo 


Whil© Chemurgy, vith its dc- 
Telopment 
of 
processes for the 
utlliiatton of growing plants as 
industrial raw materials has been 
looked upon as possibly holding 
the key to tho profitable use of 
much of our idle land, an older 
method of solving the problem of 
Idle acres, that of finding new 
food 
crops, has been somewhat 
overlooked by tho general public. 
But not by the plant scientists nt 
work at Michigan State College. 


Thomas Jefferson, third presi­ 
dent of the United States was one 
of the outstanding men in the In­ 
fancy of the nation who sought to 
introduce from other parts of the 
world food plants that would en­ 
rich th© agriculture of the grow­ 
ing country. 
The 
efforts 
have 
continued and go on today with 
scientists searching every corner 
of the globe for new plants. 


The 
latest 
episode 
in 
this 
search is told by l^awrence Mc­ 
Cracken, writing in tho Detroit 
Free Press: 


“ A ship which recently docked 
at New York may be carrying an 
enormous new industry for Michi­ 
gan. 


“Within the hold of that ship 
were 3,000 nuts of varieties so 
iinusual that they have no names 
-—just numbers. 


•‘They have been gathered by 
t»lant explorers of 
the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
from little-visited corners of tho 
world, places which have climatic 
conditions comparable to Michi> 
tan. 


"Moat of those nuts aro to be 
brought to Michigan State College 
for care this winter. 
Next spring 
they will be planted under the di­ 
rection 
of 
H. A. Cardlnell, re- 
•earch associate at tho college, 
whoso specialty Is apples but who 
&lio has devoted much thought to 
finding a marketable nut suitable 
tor culture in Michigan. 


Aska Just Ono to 10 


** ‘If we can find from one to 


10 nuta from all those varieties 
which can be grown in the North 
Central States. ‘Cardlnell c^xplains, 
*all of the expenses of those ex­ 
plorers and of our experiments for 
years past will bo as nothing com­ 
pared with the returns wo can ex­ 
pect. 


*• ‘If wc can find tho proper 
type of hardy nut, we can drive 
California'a nut orchards right in­ 
to the ocean. We have an cnorni- 
oua advantage in being so much 
closer to the large markets. 


‘The problem Isn’t easy of so­ 
lution, but it’s probably not too 
much more difficult than it was 
to find m suitable apple for this 
climate. 
Apples came originally 
from mild European countrit^s. 
They wouldn’t grow hero until wo 
finally developed hardy varieties. 
Now, no finer apples are grown 
anywhere. 


AttemplN Fail 


“Attempts to de%'<*lop nuts that 
can be grown in Michigan from 
California nuta have not proved 
auocessful. 


"James Wellerlte. of CroHwell, 
with about 100 Engli^h walnut 
trees, 
has

as the tops are killed off in hard 
winters. 


"Holgar Larsen has an old Kng- 
lieh M’aluut tree at Ionia which 
seems to withstand winters bettor 
than any in Michigan.

It is giMierally ctmceiled that 
the fastesl «)f the numerous ducks 
which wing soulhwaril each fall 
Is the canvashaek, although there 
aro those who cast their votes for 
the speedy teal. 
The eanvashacks 
art* ratt*d as bt*lng able 
to 
zip 
along at from s»*venty lo 
eighty 
miles an hour, although tlu! last 
spi*t>d appi'ars to b<* a little on Ihti 
exaggt*rate«| side, as the scientific 
reHt*arch on th»* subject has it. 


Almost any bird that a gunner 
mlsst*s seems it» be going plaet»s 
much faster than ho actually is. 
Kveii at around twenty-five miles 
an hour, which is about his best 
speed, a i)atrtrhlge can disappear 
in a hurry and gt‘t out of range.

TIMF, TO THINK 
OF FFFDINfi IIIHDS 


While the winter’s deep h u o w s 
seom to still bo far away, now is 
the time lo plan and start your 
winter food shelf for tho blrdn. 
Hare ground makes It fairly easy 
for the birds that remain with us 
during tho cold months lo pick a 
living but ease In 
finding 
food 
often causes nuuiy birds to stay 
instead of continuing their ftlKhts 
to the south and sets tho stage 
for hardship If the first snows are 
accompanied by stormy weather. 


If you nro thinking of 
estab* 
llshing a bird feeding station, it 
it Is only a window ledge affair, 
first decide whether you will con­ 
tinue lo provide food throughout 
the winter. 
If you cannot con­ 
tinue the feeding, It Is far bettor 
not tn start at all than to tempt 
tho binls to stay by putting out 
food and then ct>ase tho practice, 
leaving the birds to 
shift 
for 
themselves when snow and colil 
have made them dependent upon 
your help. 


Should 
you 
like 
tho 
birds 
enough to be faithful to tho trust 
they eome to place In you, now 
Is the time to begin feeding. True 
results, in the form of birds visit­ 
ing your feeding shelf or station 
will not be startling at first but 
by placing food out now the birds 
will have a chaneti lo learn the 
location of your f»!eding station 
and get accustomed 
to 
visiting 
tb<*m so that when a storm 
oc­ 
curs th*>y will know' where to go. 


I’rovlde wal«‘r as well as food. 
Frequently, after freezing weath­ 
er has set In, it Is morn difficult 
for tbi‘ni to find watt>r than food. 
A s’mall pan of water placed near 
tlu* prott'cting branches 
of

oVergreen or low shrub will soon 
attract many feathered 
visitors

Then there aro thoso who would 
like to st»o other changes in the 
present sclieme of things. 
Many' 
hunters believe th at there are atU 
to-gether loo many gun toters in 
the woods now-a-days and believe 
that the heavy increase of niin- 
rods will necessitate the adoption 
of some system of hunter control 
to curb the number of hunters in 
each district and thus lessen tho 
danger of accidents. 


The best suggestion this report­ 
er has run across thus far iu his 
opinion is .the one whii h w'ould 
limit the use 
of 
hii^h powered 
long-range guivs to cenain areas. 
With the ever-increasing number 
of hunters in the 
woods, 
long 
range arms such us 
tlui 
270’s, 
30-06’s. J13 Specials, 
and 
other 
such calibers will bect>mo corre­ 
spondingly dangerous to use. 


As it was during the past sea­ 
son, more than one hunter

over-head or strike trees nearby. 
Ono hunter

off. 


While there are cautious hun­ 
ters wiio aro careful 
never 
td 
shoot down an open road or trail 
even with low 
powered 
guns, 
thoro aro many others who care 
nothing where stray slugs are apt 
to go when a waving white flag 
is sighted. 


Illeotiiellliig Bullets 


While using a 32 special 
re­ 
cently this wroter had the oppor­ 
tunity to observe tho power of 
this particular caliber and 
the 
danger of its high velocity. The 
shot was at a buck in dense brush 
well off an open road. 
The slug 
struck a small tree and rlcochet- 
ted, missing the target. 
Follow­ 
in g the cout*se of Ihe bullet, it 
waa found where it had ricochet 
ted again off the bolo of a dry 
hlrch bringing its flight 
to 
a 
sharp anile from the original line 
of fire. 
While the exact angle of 
tho last ricochet could not be ex­ 
actly determined, it appeared that 
the battered slug had gone down 
the road. 


During the past hunting season 
there were several cases reported 
v h era hunters were injured 
by 
rlcochetting bullets out of high 
powered arms. 


Just what solution might 
be 
adopted remains to be seen. Some 
states restrict big game hunters 
to shot-guns in thickly populat­ 
ed areas, and 
such 
restrictions 
may soon become 
necessary 
In 
certain areas in the iow#r portion 
of the state. 


For some other sections, hunt­ 
ers suggest restricting rifles to the 
bigger caliber lower velocity types 
such , as the 44s. 
These 
pack 
plenty of wallop for short range 
killing but stray bullets «re quick­ 
ly spent because of their heavier 
weight. 


We won’t say 
off-hand 
just 
what l8 to l^e done to solve the 
divers problems arising from (he 
State’s , defr season, but we will 
no doubt get a lot of 
slants :on 
many inicresting angles, both pro 
and con when the annual winter 
hot stove 
conservationists 
get 
together. 


Plan Five New Refuges 
On Midwestern Fly way 


Washington (/P)—Th© 
bureau 
of biological survey is 
planning 
five additional refuges for water­ 
fowl along the groat flyway be­ 
tween tho Minnesota and 
Great 
Lakes and the gulf of Mexico. 


Officials said today ono refuge 
would be near the headwaters of 
the Mississippi river In Minneso­ 
ta; one in central Wisconsin for 
ducks winging from 
the 
Great 
Lakes to tho Mississippi valley; 
ono halfway between Hock Island 
and Alton, III.; one near 
Alton 
and ono In Louisiana. 


These refugees, together with 
those already established, will en­ 
able ducks and geese 
on 
their 


long semi-annual flights to find 
convenient stopping and 
feeding 
places not more than 200 miles 
apart. 


Tho refuges In Minnesota, Wis­ 
consin. and Louisiana will be on 
land to be bought from private 
owners with the proceeds of duck 
stamp sales. 
Flowage or back­ 
water pools created by develop­ 
ment of the Mississippi river for 
navigation will provide sites for 
the others. 


Declaring themselves solicitous 
for the "one-gallus” hunter, offi­ 
cials declared it was the bureau’s 
policy to permit hunting on a part 
of each refugee during open sea­ 
son.

14 Million Tree» 
Planted On State 
Land» During 1939 


Lansing— More than 14,000,000 
young trees wero planted on 17.- 
695 acres of state forest land in 
the past year, 60 percent of them 
in tho spring and the remainder 
In tho fall planting season just 
ended by cold weather in the for­ 
est regions. 
While not a record, 
the year’s plantings compare fa­ 
vorably with those of recent years. 


Production at the department 
of conservation’s nurseries reach­ 
ed 18,663,000 trees. Of this num­ 
ber 16.909,000 were white, Nor­ 
way and jack pines raised at the 
Higgins Lake nursery, and 
1,- 
754,000 were other 
coniferous 
species 
and 
trees 
and 
shrubs 
raised at the Hardwood nurtery 
at Boyne Falls. 


Trees from the Hardwood,nur­ 
sery were used in plantings 
in 
state parks, about fish liatcheries, 
in state game areas and in ex­ 
perimental forest plantings. There 
are 39 species of trees and shrubs 
with which the forestry and game 
division of the department of con­ 
servation are now experimenting 
to detme niretheir value as food 
and cover for wildlife.

Europe may bo in an uproar 
but American sportsmen go mer­ 
rily on their way and enjoy tho 
outdoor assets 
of

United 
States. 
During the past fishing 
season more than half a million 
adldtlonal anglers bought 
state 
fishing licenses over 
those 
re­ 
leased from the tabulations of the 
Bureau of Fisheries as submitted 
to Secretary of the Interior» Har­ 
old L. Ickes. 


When it is considered that 
in 
many states the local anglers are 
not required to buy 
a 
license, 
even though thousands of them 
fish, it can be readily seen that 
fresh water fishing is well near^ 
the top of major outdoor sports.* 
The experts of the Bureau esti­ 
mate that If the salt water 
de­ 
votees of fishing vrcre 
included 
with tho fresh water anglers that 
more than 12,000,000 fishermen 
would bo on the active list for the 
United States. 


A large majority of the licenses, 
.‘!,453.426, wero for fishing alone 
and tho balance were for licenses 
which included tho privilege of 
hunting and trapping as well as 
fishing. 
Women and children ac­ 
counted for over S9.000 fishing 
licenses. 
Tourists who 
bought 
licenses for ten days, a week or 
less of fishing aro listed as 275,- 
552. 


Michigan was the top state In 
tho sale of fishing licenses with 
H total of 807.930 issued to resi­ 
dent and non-resident anglers. In­ 
cluded in this total aro the 110,- 
719 who took out trout 
fishing 
permits. Ohio was ranked second, 
which is rather surprising with a 
total of 631,126. 
New York was 
third on the list with 542,346.

According to Wayland Osgood, 
secretary of the conservation com­ 
mission, the lake, believed by tho 
aerial photographers who took the 
picture to be the highest in 
th»» 
state, is In reality Little Carp or 
.Mirror Lake, a widely-know’n body 
of water lying south of Luke 
of 
the Clouds and shown on all offi­ 
cial maps of the state 
highway 
department. 


“Geological survey maps in our 
department 
dating 
back 
nioro 
than 50 years show 
this 
lake, 
with surprising accuracy 
as 
to 
size and shoreline,’’ Asgood 
ex­ 
plains. “The lake appears first on 
general 
land office maps dating 
about 1850, but Is shown 
much 
smaller than Its actual sUe. This 
error was corrected by later sur­ 
veys."

A further cheek 
with 
aerial 
maps made by the United States 
army in 1932 shows tbat the lako 
is 
unquestionably 
Little 
Carp» 
also known as Mirror or Muriel, 
according to the state lake and 
stream directdry.

Memories 


While Chemurgy, with Its de­ 
velopment 
of 
processes for the 
utilization of growing plants as 
Industrial raw materials has been 
looked upon as possibly holding 
the key to th© profitable use of 
much of our idle land, an older 
method of solving the problem of 
idle acres, that of finding new 
food 
crops, 
has been somewhat 
overlooked by the general public. 
But not by the plant scientists at 
work at Michigan State College. 
Thomas Jefferson, third presi­ 
dent of the United States was one 
of the outstanding men in the in­ 
fancy of the nation who sought to 
introduce from other parts of the 
world food plants th a t would en­ 
rich the agriculture of the grow­ 
ing country. 
The 
efforts 
have 
continued and go on today with 
scientists searching every corner 
of the globe for new plants. 
The 
latest 
episode 
in 
this 
search is told by Lawrence Mc­ 
Cracken, writing in the Detroit 
Free Press: 
“ A ship which recently docked 
at N°w York may be carrying an 
enormous new industry for Michi­ 
gan. 
“ Within tho hold of that ship 
were 3,000 nuts of varieties so 
unusual that they have no names 
— Just numbers. 
“They have been gathered by 
plant explorers 
of 
the 
United 
States Department of Agriculture 
from little-visited corners of the 
world, places w’hich have climatic 
conditions comparable to Michi­ 
gan. 
“ Most of those nuts ar© to be 
brought to Michigan State College 
for care this winter. 
Next spring 
they will be planted tinder the di­ 
rection 
of 
H. A. Cardinell, re­ 
search 
associate 
at the college, 
whose specialty is apples but who 
also bas devoted much thought to 
finding a m arketable nut suitable 
for culture in Michigan. 
Asks Just One to IO 
** 'If we can find from one to 
IO nuts from all those varieties 
which can be grown In the North 
Central States, 'Cardinell explains, 
‘all of the expenses of those ex­ 
plorers and of our experiments for 
years past will be as nothing com­ 
pared with the returns we can ex­ 
pect. 
" ‘If we can find 
the proper 
type of hardy nut, we can drive 
California's nut orchards right in­ 
to the ocean. 
W e have an enorm­ 
ous advantage in being so much 
closer to the large m arkets. 
" ‘The problem isn’t easy of so­ 
lution, but it’s probably not too 
much more difficult than it was 
to find a suitable apple for this 
climate. 
Apples came originally 
from 
mild 
European countries. 
They W’ouldn’t grow here until we 
finally developed hardy varieties. 
Now, no finer apples are grown 
anywhere. 
Attempts Fail 
“ Attempts to develop nuts that 
can be grown in Michigan from 
California nuts have not proved 
successful. 
“James Wellerite. of Croswell, 
with about 
IOO English walnut 
trees, 
has 
probably the largest 
planting in the state. 
Hts trees 
are old but not particularly hardy, 
as the tops are killed off in hard 
winters. 
“ Holgar Larseu has an old Eng­ 
lish walnut tree at Ionia which 
seems to withstand winters better 
thau any in Michigan. 
From just 
such experiments being carried on 
by some wealthy men and by a 
number 
of 
a nj at eu rs may come 
the variety which will make Mich­ 
igan a nut-producing conter. 
IV) Hardy IVcan 
“ Down in the Kentucky moun­ 
tains a hardy variety of pecan is 
found. 
Experiments 
are 
being 
made with It, with the idea that 
eventually a 
hardy, thin-shelled 
tarifety suitable for Michigan may 
be found. 
Aud thai would strike 
borne at the Texas and Georgia 
pecan orchards. 
“ But It isn’t only these \a rie ­ 
ttes, strange to Michigan, which 
offer an opportunity to nut cultur- 
lsts, Cardinell believes.

new,’ 
Cardinell 
adds. 
’When I came to New York 
from Brazil in 1919. I spent three 
days hunting cashew nuts in New 
York aud then could find but one 
quart. 
Now you can buy them 
shelled and heated in almost a n y 
corner drug store. 
“ ‘Many similar unknown 
u u i f 
can be found in other countries 
it ’s just our job to find one or 
more that will grow here, and 
then we will have a big new in­ 
dustry. 
“ 'We 
think 
we have a good 
chance that such a nut may he in 
th a t boatload just received.’ 
“ Despite all the difficulties oi 
liut 
culture, 
Michigan has two 
nut-tree nurseries, the Michigan 
Nut Nursery at Union City and the 
Northern 
Nut 
Tree Nursery bt 
Leslie. 
Both are small, and e x ­ 
periments at the college indicate 
th a t growing nut trees for seed­ 
lings is a losing business.”

Dozens of debates spring 
up 
after every hunting season as to 
Just what speed is attained 
by 
birds. 
Duck hunters, who w eren’t 
successful in getting enough of a 
lead on their intended 
targets, 
lead the controversies with tales 
of speed that is beyond all reason. 
It is generally conceded that 
the fastest of the numerous ducks 
which wing southw ard eacli fall 
is the canvasback, although there 
are those who cast their votes for 
the speedy teal. 
The canvasbacks 
are rated as being able 
to 
zip 
along at from seventy to 
eighty 
miles an hour, although the last 
speed appears to he a little on the 
exaggerated side, as the scientific 
research on tho subject has it.

There is probably more 
data on the speed of homing pig­ 
eons than any other speedy bird,

TIME TO THINK 
OF FEEDING BIRDS 
While tho w inter’s deep snows 
seem to still he far away, now is 
the time to plan and start your 
winter food shelf for the birds. 
Bare ground makes it fairly easy 
for the birds that remain with us 
during tho cold months to pick a 
living but ease in 
finding 
food 
often catises many birds to stay 
instead of continuing their flights 
to the south and sets the stage 
for hardship if the first snows are 
accompanied by stormy weather. 
If you are thinking of 
estab­ 
lishing a bird feeding station, if 
it is only a window ledge affair, 
first decide whether you will con­ 
tinue to provide food throughout 
the winter. 
If you cannot con­ 
tinue the feeding, it is far better 
not to start, at all than to tem pt 
tho birds to stay by putting out 
food and then cease the practice, 
leaving the birds to 
shift 
for 
themselves when snow and cold 
have made them dependent upon 
your help. 
Should 
you 
like 
the 
birds 
enough to be faithful to the trust 
they come to place in you, now 
is the time to begin feeding. True 
results, in the form of birds visit­ 
ing your feeding shelf or station 
will not he startling at first but 
by placing food oui now the birds 
will have a chance to learn the 
location of your feeding station 
and get accustomed 
to 
visiting 
them so that when a storm 
oc­ 
curs they will know where to go. 
Provide water ns well as food. 
Frequently, after freezing weath­ 
er has set in, it is more difficult 
for them to find w ater than food. 
A small pan of water placed near 
the protecting branches 
of 
an 
evergreen or low' shrub will soon 
attract many feathered 
visitors 
daily.

grow in Michigan,” is the warntng 
given by tho Btute conservation 
authorities. 
The cruising motorist who spies 
one he thinks would look well in 
his living room come tho 25th of

easy money, alike

warned 
that removal of Christmas trees 
without the written consent of the 
owner of the land is theft, 
for 
which Hie penalty is $25 to $500 
fine and up to three months im­ 
prisonment. 
Any vehicle bearing a Christ­ 
mas tree may he stopped by a con­ 
servation officer, an 
officer 
of 
the department, of agriculture or 
a regular officer of the law. and 
inspection of the bill of sale or 
written consent of the owner de­ 
manded. 
Permission is quito as 
necessary in getting n tree grow­ 
ing on state-owned land as 
for 
one on private land. 
No Christ­ 
mas trees tire cut in state forests. 
The law protecting Christmas 
trees is broad in its application 
ami covers all 
wild 
trees 
or 
shrubs, including the well 
liked 
spruce and balsam.

Plan Five New Refuges 
On Midwestern Flyway 


W ashington (ZP)— The 
bureau 
of biological survey is 
planning 
five additional refuges for w ater­ 
fowl along the great flyway be­ 
tween the Minnesota and 
Great 
Lakes and the gulf of Mexico. 
Officials said today one refuge 
would be near the headwaters of 
the Mississippi river in Minneso­ 
ta; one in central Wisconsin for 
ducks winging from 
the 
Great 
Lakes to the Mississippi valley; 
one halfway between Rock Island 
and Alton, 111.; one near 
Alton 
and one in Louisiana. 
These refugees, together with 
those already established, will en­ 
able ducks and geese 
on 
their 


long semi-annual flights to find 
convenient stopping and 
feeding 
places not more than 200 miles 
apart. 
The refuges in Minnesota, W is­ 
consin, and Louisiana will be on 
land to be bought from private 
owners with the proceeds of duck 
stamp sales. 
Flowage or back­ 
water pools created by develop­ 
ment of the Mississippi river for 
navigation will provide sites for 
the others. 
Declaring themselves solicitous 
for the “ one-gallus” hunter, offi­ 
cials declared it was the bureau’s 
policy to permit hunting on a part 
of each refugee during open sea­ 
son. 


Chief change in the sport fish­ 
ing regulations for 1940 is the 
one dollar resident rod licenses 
that will be good for all kinds of 
fishing, including trout, and will 
ho required of every person over 
17 years of age who fishes, ex­ 
cept wives of license holders. For­ 
ty cents of each dollar of this In­ 
come will be earm arked for pur­ 
chase of lake and stream frontage 
to insure continued public access 
to fishing grounds and for lake 
and stream improvement and re ­ 
search. 
Dealers (but 
not 
em­ 
ployes of the state) may retain 
five cents of each license fee. 
Non-resident license fees 
are 
unchanged, but non-residents are 
barred from fishing through the 
ice in Berrien, Cass, Branch, St. 
Joseph and Van Buren counties 
from January I to the last Satur­ 
day In April. 
Innovations In the regulations 
respecting fish are prohibition of 
bluegill fishing through the ice 
at night, from 6 p. rn. to 6 a. rn.; 
setting 
creel 
limits 
of 
seven 
whitefish and five lake tro ut per 
day, where the catch previously 
was unlimited; and classing great 
northern or grass pike as a game 
fish. 
Though great northern pike 
may not be taken from Michigan 
waters commercially, it may be 
imported and sold here lf it meets 
game size measurements. White- 
fish and lake trout creel limits 
will not apply to commercial fish­ 
ing.

Too Many H unters 
Then there are those who would 
like to see other changes In the 
present scheme of things.

the woods now-a-days and believe 
that the heavy Increase of nim­ 
rods will necessitate the adoption 
of some system of hunter control 
to curb the num ber of hunters iu 
each district and thus lessen the 
danger of accidents.

struck a small tree and ricochet­ 
ted, missing the target.. 
Follow­ 
ing the course of the bullet, it 
was found where it had ricochet­ 
ted Hgain off the bole of a dry 
birch bringing its flight 
to

sharp angle from the original line 
of fire. 
While the exact angle of 
the last ricochet could not be ex­ 
actly determined, it appeared that 
the battered slug had gone down 
the road. 
Duriug the past hunting season 
there were several cases reported 
w’here hunters were injured 
by 
ricochetting bullets out of high 
powered arms. 
J list what solution 
m ight 
be 
adopted rem ains to be seen. Some 
states restrict big game hunters 
to shot-guns in thickly populat­ 
ed areas, aud 
such 
restrictions 
may soon become

certain areas in the low*er portion 
of the state. 
For some other sections, h u n t­ 
ers suggest restricting rifles to the 
bigger caliber lower velocity types 
such as the 4 4s.

Rabbit Is Not Sole 
Tularemia Carrier 


W ashington — Tuleremia, the 
highly publicized disease carried 
by rabbits, may also be communi­ 
cated 
by 
opossums, 
m uskrats, 
skunks, chipmunks and other ro­ 
dent-type animals, Dr. William De 
Kleine, medical adviser 
of 
the 
American Red Cross, announced 
in a warning to hunters, 
house­ 
wives and market-men. 
Research 
on 
the 
infection— 
which has a high m ortality rate 
among hum ans— has indicated to 
medical authorities that the dis­ 
ease may be 
carried 
by 
other 
forms of wild animal life, Dr. De 
Kleine said. 
He explained that 
the rabbit is the most frequent 
carrier, however. 
The tuleremia 
virus is picked up 
by 
animals 
from ticks. 
Two rules have been laid down 
by Dr. De Kleine for those 
who 
may come in contact with the In­ 
fection. 
He warns hunters to 
avoid the rabbit that appears list­ 
less and affords an easy target in 
the field. 
Rule two— described 
as 
the 
most important by Dr. De Kleine 
—-stresses 
that 
cooks, 
house­ 
wives, market-men aud 
hunters 
should wear rubber 
gloves 
in 
handling the 
potentially-infected 
animal. 
Cooking, Dr. De Kleine pointed 
out, kills the tuleremia virus, re­ 
moving all possibilities of infec­ 
tion. 
Solons Urged To 
Tighten Laws On 
Fox Fur Imports 


Washington (#*)— A 
three-fold 
program to protect the 
domestic 
fur breeders’ industry against for­ 
eign importations was laid before 
Wisconsin’s congressional delega­ 
tion by Charles F. Smith of W au­ 
sau, Wis., representative of

state’s fox f u r industry. 
Smith 
and

Fromm, 
owner of a large fox farm at Ham ­ 
burg, Wis., also arranged to ap­

Reciprocity Information and

Smith told the state's represen­

on 
Importation of foreign furs was 
needed.

ed, he recommended as alterna­ 
tives that a quota be apportioned 
among countries on a

shipments prior to the European 
war or that the tariff be doubled. 
“ We will present to the 
com­ 
mission facts we claim show the 
recent reduction of 25 per cent in 
the tariff on fox furs from Canada 
resulted in an almost 400 per cent 
increase in foreign furs,” 
Smith 
said.

14 Million Trees 
Planted On State 
Lands During 1939 


Lansing— More than 14,000,000 
young trees were planted on 17,- 
695 acres of state forest land in 
the past year, 60 percent of them 
in the spring and the rem ainder 
in the fall planting season just 
ended by cold weather in the for­ 
est regions. 
While not a record, 
the year’s plantings compare fa­ 
vorably with those of recent years. 
Production at the departm ent 
of conservation’s nurseries reach­ 
ed 18,663,000 trees. 
Of this n um ­ 
ber 16.909,000 were white, Nor­ 
way and jack pines raised a t the 
Higgins Lake nursery, and 
1.- 
754,000 were other 
coniferous 
species 
and 
trees 
and 
shrubs 
raised at the Hardwood nursery 
at Boyne Falls. 
Trees from the Hardwood n u r­ 
sery w*ere used in plantings 
in 
state parks, about fish hatcheries, 
in state game areas and in ex­ 
perimental forest plantings. There 
are 39 species of trees and shrubs 
with which the forestry and game 
division of the departm ent of con­ 
servation are now experimenting 
to detme niretheir value as food 
and cover for wildlife.

Europe may be in an uproar 
but American sportsmen go mer­ 
rily on their way and enjoy the 
outdoor assets 
of 
the 
United 
States. 
During the past fishing 
season more th an half a million 
adidtional anglers bought 
state 
fishing licenses over 
those 
re ­ 
leased from the tabulations of the 
Bureau of Fisheries as submitted 
to Secretary of the Interior, H ar­ 
old L. Ickes. 
When it is considered th at 
in 
many states the local anglers are 
not required to buy 
a 
license, 
even though thousands of them 
fish, it can be readily seen th a t 
fresh water fishing is well near^ 
the top of m ajor outdoor sports.* 
The experts of the Bureau esti­ 
mate that if the salt water 
de­ 
votees of fishing were 
included 
with the fresh w ater anglers that 
more than 12,000,000 fishermen 
would be on the active list for the 
United States. 
A large m ajority of the licenses, 
5,453,426, were for fishing alone 
and the balance were for licenses 
which included tho privilege of 
hunting and trapping as well as 
fishing. 
W omen and children ac­ 
counted for over S9.000 fishing 
licenses. 
Tourists who 
bought 
licenses for ten days, a week or 
less of fishing arc listed as 275,- 
552. 
Michigan was the top state in 
the sale of fishing licenses with 
a total of 807,930 issued to resi­ 
dent and non-resident anglers. In­ 
cluded In this total are the 110,- 
719 who took out trout 
fishing 
permits. 
Ohio was ranked second, 
which is rath er surprising with a 
total of 631,126. 
New York was 
third on the list with 542,346. 
The states th a t followed in or­ 
der of their totals are: 
Minne­ 
sota with 538,866; Indiana with 
4 4 7,560; Pennsylvania with 4 01,- 
710; Illinois with 385,866; Cali­ 
fornia with 3 74,161; 
Wisconsin 
surprisingly with only 18,612, and 
Oklahoma with 118,826. 
Maine was tops among the New 
England states with 177,290 li­ 
censes sold. 
Massachusetts was

According to Wayland Osgood, 
secretary of the conservation com­ 
mission. the lake, believed by the 
aerial photographers who took the 
picture to be the highest In 
the 
state, is In reality Little Carp 
or 
Mirror Lake, a widely-known body 
of water lying south of Lake 
of 
the Clouds and shown on all offi­ 
cial maps of the state 
highway 
department. 
“Geological survey maps in our 
departm ent 
dating 
back 
more 
than 50 years show 
this 
lake, 
with surprising accuracy 
as 
to 
size and shoreline,’’ Asgood 
ex­ 
plains. “The lake appears first on 
general 
land office maps dating 
about 1850, but is shown 
m uch 
smaller than its actual size. 
This 
error was corrected by later su r­ 
veys.” 
A further check 
with 
aerial 
maps made by the United States 
army in 1932 shows that the lake 
is 
unquestionably 
Little 
Carp, 
also known as Mirror or Muriel, 
according to the state 
lake 
and 
stream directory. 
Not only is the lake named and 
mapped, 
conservation 
officials 
point out, but it also vyas photo­ 
graphed from the air 
by 
army 
photographers seven 
years 
ago. 
And the conservation department 
does not believe it is the highest 
in the state. 
The name Lake Ferdinand ap­ 
parently stands no chance at all.

FINDS FINNISH 
TROOPS TOUGH 


EXPLOSION 
DROWNS 


800 INVADERS IN 


ARCTIC AREA 


Helsinki, Dec. 9. (JP) — 


Finnish troops along the 
whole eastern front - drove 
back Russian attacks "at all 
places" today and inflicted 
losses of numerous tanks, ar- 
mored cars and cannon on the 
invaders, the Finnish high 
command reported tonight. 


The picture of the fighting 


as given in Helsinki disclosed 
the Russians had been active 
virtually along the entire 800- 
mile Finnish-Russian frontier. 


The communique indicated 


the day's fighting was a con- 
tinuation of various engage- 
ments which began yesterday.

Well-informed sources had said 


that Mr. Roosevelt was advising 
his legislative leaders that he 
wants congress to dispose of its 
routine affairs and go home not 
later than next May. 


The chief executive was said to 


believe that while the question of 
renewing the reciprocal trade 
agreement law, which expires next 
June, would have to be acted up- 
on, other administration programs 
should be left up to the people in 
the 1940 election and that such a 
policy would be beneficial not only 
to his own party but to the coun- 
try as a whole.

But not by the plant scientists at 
work at Michigan State College. 


Thomas Jefferson, third presi- 


dent of the United States was one 
of the outstanding men in the in- 
fancy of the nation who sought to 
introduce from other parts of the 
world food plants that would en- 
rich the agriculture of the grow- 
ing country. The efforts 
have 


continued and go on today with 
scientists searching every corner 
of the globe for new plants. 


The latest 
episode 
in 
this 


search is told by Lawrence Mc- 
Cracken, writing in the Detroit 
Free Press: 
"A ship which recently docked 


at New York may be carrying an 
enormous new industry for Michi- 
gan."Within the hold of that ship 
were 3,000 nuts of varieties so 
unusual that they have no names 
—just numbers. 


"They have been gathered by 


plant explorers of the 
United 


States Department of Agriculture 
from little-visited corners of the 
world, places which have climatic 
conditions comparable to Michi- 
gan."Most of those nuts are to be 
brought to Michigan State College 
for care this winter. Next spring 
they will be planted under the di- 
rection 
of H. A. Cardinell. re- 


search associate at the college, 
whose specialty is apples but who 
also has devoted much thought to 
finding a marketable nut suitable 
tor culture in Michigan. 


Asks Jnst One to 10 
" 'If we can find from one to 


10 nuts from all those varieties 
which can be grown in the North 
Central States, 'Cardinell explains, 
'all of the expenses of those ex- 
plorers and of our experiments for 
years past will be as nothing com- 
pared with the returns we can ex- 
pect, 
"'If we can find the proper 


type of hardy nut, we can drive 
California's nut orchards right in- 
to the ocean. We have an enorm- 
ous advantage in being so much 
closer to the large markets. 
" 'The problem isn't easy of so- 


lution, but it's probably not too 
much more difficult than it was 
to find a suitable apple for this 
climate. Apples came originally 
from mild European countries. 
They wouldn't grow here until we 
finally developed hardy varieties. 
Now,"no finer apples are grown 
anywhere.Attempts Fail 


"Attempts to develop nuts that 


can be grown in Michigan from 
California nuts have not proved 
successful. 
"James Wellerite. of Croswell, 


with about 100 English walnut 
trees, has probably the largest 
planting in the state. 
His trees 


are old but not particularly hardy, 
as the tops are killed off in hard 
winters. 
"Holgar Larsen has an old Eng- 


lish walnut tree at Ionia which 
seems to withstand winters better 
than any in Michigan. From just 
such experiments being carried on 
by some wealthy men and by a 
number of amateurs may come 
the variety which will make Mich- 
igan a nut-producing center. 


Try Hardy Pecan 


"Down in the Kentucky moun- 


tains a hardy variety of pecan is 
found. 
Experiments 
are 
being 


made with it, with the idea that 
eventually a hardy. thin-shelled 
variety suitable for Michigan may 
be found. And that would strike 
horns at the Texas and Georgia 
pecsa orchard?. 


"But 
it isn't only these varie- 


ties, strange to Michigan, which 
offer &n opportunity to nut rultur- 
ists, Cardineli believe?. 
For in- 


stance there's probably a definite 
market for walnuts and hickory 
nuts, easily grown here. 


Shows Growth in 2O Years 
" 'This whole nut business is 


comparatively 
new," 
Cardinell 


adds. 'When I came to New York 
from Brazil in 1S39. I spent three 
days hunting cashew nuts ir. New 
York and then could find but one 
quart. 
Now you can buy them 


shelled and heated in almost any 
corner drug store. 
" 'Many similar unknown nut? 


can be found in othsr countries— 
it's jnst our job to find one or 
more that will grow here, and 
then we will have a big new hi- 
custry. 
" 'We think 
we have a good 


chance that such s. nut may be In 
that boatload just received.' 


"Despite all the difficulties of 
cut culture, 
Michigan has two 


nut-tree nurseries, the Michigan 
Kut Nursery at Union City arid the 
Northern 
Nut 
Tree Nursery at 


Leslie. 
Both are small, and ex- 


periments at the college indicate 
that growing nut trees for seed- 
lings is & losing business.'"

Closed Season 
Debates 


Prone to Disregard 


Known Facts 


BY O. WAUUE.V SMITH 


Dozens of debates spring 
up 


after ever}' hunting season as to 
just what speed is attained by 
birds. Duck hunters, who weren't 
successful in getting enough of a 
lead on their intended 
targets, 


lead the controversies with tales 
ot spend that is beyond all reason. 


It is generally conceded thai 


the fastest of the numerous ducks 
which wing southward each fall 
is the cauvasback, although there 
are those who cast their votes foi 
the speedy teal. The canvasbacks 
are rated as being ablo 
to 
ziv 


along at from seventy to 
eighty 


miles an hour, although the las 
speed appears to be a little on the 
exaggerated side, as the scientific 
research on the subject has it. 


Almost any bird that a gunner 


misses seems to be going places 
much faster than he actually is. 
Even at around twenty-five miles 
an hour, which is about his best 
speed, n patrtridge can disappear 
in a hurry and get out of range. A 
pheasant, too. which can certain- 
ly fly no faster than forty miles 
an hour, gels out of gun range all 
too soon for those 
who 
aren't 


alert or able in sending in 
the 


telling shots. 


Eagles, Hawks, Fast 


Many have such 
a 
romantic 


idea about the prowess of carrier 
pigeons as a result of the dramatic 
stories built up around the flying 
ability of these messenger car- 
riers. that they credit them with 
speeds out of all proportion to the 
facts. 
There is probably more 


data on the speed of homing pig- 
eons than any other speedy bird.

TIMK TO THINK 
OF JKKKD1XG IJ1KDS 


While the winter's deep snows 


seem to still be far away, now is 
the time to plan and start your 
winter food shelf for the birds. 
Bare ground makes it fairly easy 
for the birds that remain with us 
during the cold months to pick a 
living but ease in 
finding 
food 


often causes many birds to stay 
instead of continuing their flights 
to the south and sets the stage 
for hardship if the first snows are 
accompanied by stormy weather. 


If you are thinking of 
estab- 


lishing a bird feeding station, if 
it is only a window ledge affair, 
first decide whether you will con- 
tinue to provide food throughout 
the winter. 
If you cannot con- 


tinue the feeding, it is far better 
not to start at all than to tempt 
the birds to stay by putting out 
food and then cease the practice, 
leaving the birds to 
shift 
for 


themselves when snow and cold 
have made them dependent upon 
your help. 


Should 
you like 
the 
birds 


enough to be faithful to the trust 
they come to place iu you, now 
is the time to begin feeding. True 
results, in the form of birds visit- 
ns your feeding shelf or station 
vill'iKit be startling at first but 
by placing food out now the birds 
vill have a chance to learn the 
ocatiou of your feeding station 
and get accustomed to visiting 
hem so that when a storm oc- 
curs they will know where to go. 


Provide water as well as food. 


Frequently, after freezing weath- 
er has set in. it is more difficult 
for them to find water than food. 
A small pan of water placed near 
the protecting branches 
of 
an 


evergreen or low shrub will soon 
attract many feathered 
visitors 


daily.

officer 
of 


the department of agriculture or 
a regular officer of the law. and 
inspection of the bill of sale or 
written consent of the owner de- 
manded. 
Permission is quite as 


necessary in getting a tree grow- 
ing on state-owned land as 
for 


one on private land. 
No Christ- 


mas trees are cut in state forests. 


The law protecting Christmas 


trees is broad in its application 
and covers all 
wild 
trees 
or 


shrubs, including the well liked 
spruce and balsam.

While using a 32 special

cently this wroter had the oppor- 
tunity to observe the power of 
this particular caliber and

The 
shot was at a buck in dense brush 
well off an open road. The slug 
struck a small tree and ricochet- 
ted, missing the target. Follow- 
ing the course of the bullet, it 
was found where it had ricochet- 
ted again off the bole of a dry 
birch bringing its flight 
to 
a 


sharp angle from the original line 
of fire. While the exact angle of 
the last'ricochet could not. be ex- 
actly determined, it appeared that 
the battered slug had gone down 
the road. 


During the past hunting season 


there were several cases reported 
"where hunters were injured 
by 


Ticochettin; bullets out of high 
powered arms. 


Just what solution might 
be 


adopted remains to be seen. Some 
states restrict big game hunters 
to shot-guns in thickly populat- 
ed areas, and 
such restrictions 


may -soon become necessary 
in 


certain areas in the lower portion 
of the state. 
For some other sections, hunt- 


ers suggest restricting rifles to the 
bigger caliber lower velocity types 
such as the 4-Js.

Tularemia Carrier 


Washington — Tuleremia, the 


highly publicized disease carried 
by rabbits, may also be communi- 
cated 
by opossums, 
muskrats, 


skunks, chipmunks and other ro- 
dent-type animals, Dr. William De 
Kleine, medical adviser 
of 
the 


American Red Cross, announced 
in a warning to hunters, 
house- 


wives and market-men. 


Research 
on the 
infection— 


which has a high mortality rate 
among humans—has indicated to 
medical authorities that the dis- 
ease may be 
carried 
by other 


'onus of wild animal life. Dr. De 
Kleine said. 
He explained that 


the rabbit is the most frequent 
carrier, however. 
The tuleremia 


virus is picked up 
by 
animals 


from ticks. 


Two rules have been laid down 


by Dr. De Kleine for those 
who 


may come iu contact with the in- 
fection. 
He warns hunters to 


avoid the rabbit that appears list- 
less and affords an easy target in 
the field. 


Rule two—described 
as 
the 


most important by Dr. De Kleine 
—stresses that 
cooks, 
house- 


wives, market-men and

gloves 
in 


handling the 
potentially-infected 
animal.

Licensed Anglers In U. S. 


Increased By Over 


Half Million

Europe may be in an uproar 


but American sportsmen go mer- 
rily on their way and enjoy the 
outdoor assets 
of 
the 
United 


States. 
During the past fishing 


season more than half a million 
adidtional anglers bought 
state 


fishing licenses over 
those 
re- 
leased from'the tabulations of the 
Bureau of Fisheries as submitted 
to Secretary of the Interior, Har- 
old L. Ickes. 
When it is considered that in 


many states the local anglers are 
not required to buy a 
license, 


even though thousands of them 
fish, it can be readily seen that 
fresh water fishing is well near^ 
the top of major outdoor sports. 
The experts of the Bureau esti-

Smith told the state's represen- 


tatives a complete 
embargo on 


importation of foreign furs was 
needed. 


If this could not be accomplish- 


ed, he recommended as alterna- 
tives that a quota be apportioned 
among countries on a 
basis of 


shipments prior to the European 
war or that the tariff be doubled. 


"We will present to the 
com- 


mission facts we claim show the 
recent reduction of 25 per cent in 
the tariff on fox furs from Canada 
resulted in an almost 400 per cent 
increase in foreign furs," 
Smith 


said.

Planted On State 


Lands During 1939 


Lansing—More than 14,000,000 


young trees were planted x>n 17,- 
695 acres of state forest land in 
the past year, 60 percent of them 
iu the spring and the remainder 
in the fall planting season just 
ended by cold weather in the for- 
est regions. While not a record, 
the year's plantings compare fa- 
vorably with those of recent years. 


Production at the department 


of conservation's nurseries reach- 
ed 18,663,000 trees. Of this num- 
ber 16.909,000 were white, Nor- 
way and jack pines raised at the 
Hitcgins Lake nursery, and 
1.- 


754,000 were other 
coniferous 


species and trees and shrubs 
raised at the Hardwood nursery 
at Boyne Falls.

sery were used in plantings 
in 


state parks, about fish hatcheries, 
in state game areas and in ex- 
perimental forest plantings. There 
are 39 species of trees and shrubs 
with which the forestry and game 
division of the department of con- 
servation are now experimenting 
to detme niretheir value as food 
and cover for wildlife.
